1. (Currently Amended) An ear adornment for adorning an ear of a 
user, the ear adornment comprising: ■ 

a frame member being adapt e d for selectively engaging the ear of the

a sleeve member being selectively removably coupled to said frame 
member such that said sleeve member is adapted' for being positioned 
adjacent the ear of the user when the frame memlber engages the ear of the 
user , said sl ee v e member being adapted for providing - to provide the user 


with a unique appearance when said sleeve member is coupled to said frame 
member; 

wherein said frame member comprises a pair of substantially U-shaped 
engaging portions each having a throat for receiving an up per periphery of 
the ear of the user, the engaging portions each hbving ends that ex tend over 
the ear when said frame member is engaged withe the ear, said frame member 
further comprising a pair of alignment portions extendin g between 
corresponding said ends of the engaging portion s to ioin said pair of 
engaging portions together such that said pair of engaging m embers and said 
pair of alignment members form a continuous loop . 

2. (Currently Amended) The ear adornihent as set forth in claim 1, 
further comprising: said frame member comprising q pair of engaging - 
portions, each of said engaging portions being adapted for extending around 
a portion of tho oar of th e us e r such that e ach of said engaging portions 
ext e nds from a front of the e ar to a r e ar of the elar - of the uoor, aaid sleev e 
m e mb e r being oouplablo - to said e ngaging portions of said frame member 
such that said sloovo member ext e nds b e tw e en said e ngaging portions 
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wherein said sleeve member forms a sleeve with an upper open end

and a lower open end and an interior therebetween, the upper open end of 
said pocket removably receiving a portion of each of said engaging 
members . 

3. (Currently Amended) The ear adornment as set forth in claim Qrr 
further comprising: 1, wherein 

each of said engaging portions comprising . comprises a resiliently 
flexible material , said resili e ntly flexibl e material b e ing adapt e d for 
permitting each of said engaging portions to substantially conform to a 
general shape of the ear when each of said engaging portions extends from 
tie- a front to the- a back of the ear. ;

5. (Currently Amended) The ear adornment as set forth in claim

said frame member comprising a pair of magnetic members, one of

said magnetic members being coupled to one of said alignment members 

such that the other one of said magnetic members is coupled to the other one

of said alignment members, one of said magnetic members magnetically 
attracting the other one of said magnetic members such that said magnetic 
members gently compress the ear between said nkagnetic members to 
maintain positioning of said frame member when said frame member engages 
the ear of the user. 

6. (Currently Amended) The ear adornihent as set forth in claim 1, 
further comprising: 

said sleeve member comprising a perimeter wall, said perimeter wall 
defining a receiving bore extending through said sleeve member, oaid 
receiving bor e selectiv e ly r e c e iving at loact a portion of oaid - fr - amc member 
such that oaid oloovc member is sel e ctively coujyl e d to said frame memb e r, 
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said s l e eve momb e r being adaptod - for being dispjlayod on th e e ar of tho uoor 
wh e n said fram e member ongagoo the ear of tho a sfrfr said per imeter wall 
including a pair of opposed wall portions, each of said opp osed wall 
portions having a protrusion, each of said p rotrusions extending in 
opposition to said protrusion on the opposite one of said opp osed wall 
portions . 

7. (Original) The ear adornment as set forth in claim 6, further 
comprising: 

said sleeve member comprising a flexible jhaterial, said flexible 
material permitting said sleeve member to conform to the portion of said 
frame member received by said sleeve member when said sleeve member 
receives said frame member. 

8. (Original) The ear adornment as settforth in claim 1, further 
comprising: 

an adornment member being selectively cojipled to said sleeve 
member, said adornment member being suspended from said frame member 
when said sleeve member is coupled to said frame member, said adornment 
member being adapted for adorning the ear of tie user when said frame 
member engages the ear of the user.

10. (New) The ear adornment as set forth? in claim 1, wherein said 
throat formed by said engaging portions has a substantially uniform width 
and extends along a single axis.* 

11. (New) The ear adornment as set fort?h in claim 1, wherein said 
sleeve member forms a sleeve with an upper open end and a lower open end 
and an interior therebetween, the upper open end of said pocket removably 
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receiving one of said alignment members and a portion of each of said 
engaging members; 

wherein each of said engaging portions comprises a resiliency flexible 
material for permitting each of said engaging portions to substantially 
conform to a general shape of the ear when eachi of said engaging portions 
extends from a front to a back of the ear; I 

wherein said frame member comprises a paiir of magnetic members, 
one of said magnetic members being coupled to pne of said alignment 
members such that the other one of said magnetic members is coupled to the 

other one of said alignment members, one of said magnetic members

magnetically attracting the other one of said magnetic members such that 
said magnetic members gently compress the ear 'between said magnetic 
members to maintain positioning of said frame member when said frame 
member engages the ear of the user; 

wherein said sleeve member comprising a perimeter wall, said 
perimeter wall defining a receiving bore extending through said sleeve 
member, said perimeter wall including a pair of jopposed wall portions, each 
of said opposed wall portions having a protrusiqn, each of said protrusions 
extending in opposition to said protrusion on thfe opposite one of said 
opposed wall portions; 

wherein said sleeve member comprises a flexible material, said 
flexible material permitting said sleeve member ; to conform to the portion of 
said frame member received by said sleeve member when said sleeve 
member receives said frame member; 

an adornment member being selectively coupled to said sleeve 
member, said adornment member being suspended from said frame member 
when said sleeve member is coupled to said frar^ie member, said adornment 
member being adapted for adorning the ear of trie user when said frame 
member engages the ear of the user; and 

wherein said throat formed by said engaging portions has a 
substantially uniform width and extends along aj single axis. 
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
